State of The Community 


This year the Board of Selectmen is proposing to resolve the 
problem of solid waste disposal by seeking support for the 
construction of a solid waste transfer station/recycling center to be 
located at the Highway Department on Route 132 north. At this point 
a permit application has been submitted to the State and a 
preliminary design has been completed. The new facility should be 
operational in the fall. 


While preparing for the new facility we have also been working 
on the closure of the existing landfill. A final round of testing, 
required for approval of the closure plan, will be completed this 
year. As in past years the board will be requesting an appropriation 
of $40,000 to the Landfill Closure Capital Reserve Fund. 


During 1991 the re-valuation of all property in the Town of New 
Hampton will be done by the Appraisal Division of the Department of 
Revenue Administration. The goal of the re- valuation is to resolve 
inequities in valuation which inevitably occur over the years. 


The first year of semi-annual tax billings did not bring the 
decrease in interest expenses anticipated. This was due, in part, to 
the hard times we are experiencing. Until the economy shows some 
improvement cash flow will remain a problem. 


With regard to the operating budgets, each department has tried 
to "hold the line". Increases have been limited to wages and changes 
in services such as the move from a landfill to a transfer 
station/recycling center. 


Finally, there are several warrant articles included as "By 
Request" because the Board of Selectmen felt they were deserving of 
your consideration.

Annual Police Report 


We are in the new section of the Town Office Building which 


is the second floor. The entire floor is occupied by the Police 
Department. It took longer than I had planned to actually get 
into the new office space. However, we are in andMI_ have not 
forgotten about the open house. I will have this when the 
weather is a little better and some of the finer things are 
finished inside. This new space is so much more usable and we 
are not in each others way. We were forever moving things from 
place to place downstairs and now most everything has its own 
place and does not need to be moved. We have an actual booking 


area where we can photograph and fingerprint and even if needed, 
secure a person while we do the booking process and hold him 
until a bail commissioner arrives. The officers have plenty of 
work area. They can store their own belongings here without them 
being in the way of someone else or getting them taken or 
mislaid. We now have an evidence room and have started a new 
evidence keeping system. This is an office area with a dual 
purpose, for the supervisor and interviews. I have my own 
ofrice: There is also plenty of room for the secretary and for 
the records to be kept in files. We also have a bathroom within 
the locked section of the station. In the foyer, there are two 
public bathrooms. The last room is a multi-purpose room which is 
for meetings, training and also contains a small kitchen. We 
have been very fortunate to have had people donate items to the 
department. I am going to have a plaque of appreciation made and 
this will be displayed in the foyer of the station. 


For two years I have been trying to fight against becoming 
an administrator. Simply stated, that means most or all of my 
work week would be inside the station and partaking in other 
duties that I am responsible for. I guess that time has come, uC 
am spending between three and four days a week at those duties 
only ands not oute® on the swoad- I will continue to try and spend 
as much time as I can out on the road, however. 


We have seen a rise in crimes against persons and property 
this past year. I don’t foresee an end to it in the near future 
either. With the economy the way it is I feel there will be a 
large number of thefts, burglaries and even assaults. We also 
have seen and heard a lot about the drugs in this area becoming 
even more prevalent. In 1989-1990 we apprehended one drug 
manufacturer here in Town. We have also been active on a number 
of other cases in Town. 


Since last Town Meeting, there have been some changes. 
Stephen Pruzick has been replaced by Robert Estes from the 
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Sanbornton Police Department. He comes to us with years of 
experience. Our newest member of the department who was hired on 
October: 1, 1990 is in the Police Academy right now and is doing 
very well. He has completed this department’s new eight week 
training program. I believe Brian Peno will make a very good 


police officer for this department and for the Town of New 
Hampton. 


A project that I started on my own time and then brought up 
to the full-time members of the department and the Board of 


Selectmen, is anew arm patch design for our uniforms. Be Ma 
this for a number of reasons. First of -aldg Tigtedteothat. we 
needed something that would be unique to our Town and our Town 
only. As you will see at Town meeting, I will have at least a 
SemLocupy 6 Oro what the patch will look like, if not) the’ patch 
itself.

Over the past 10 plus years that I have been a Police 
woraeerehnere -in this Town, over 7 of those years as-Chief of 
Police, I have seen many changes. Many of these changes have 
been in the department itself and also aS many or more have been 
within the boundaries of our Town. I can not help but feel very 
fortunate to be part of all this, and I have to say THANK YOU to 
all the residents in this Town of ours. The support and help is 
what makes this Town so great. I do hope that this will continue 
for many years to come.

Chief Clement takes with him many 
years of dedicated service to the Town of New Hampton, and we at 
the Fire Department wish him and Hope the best of luck. 


The New Rescue vehicle(17x1) was placed in service this past 
year and has been found to meet all the requirements we had hoped 
ror . The rescue vehicle allows us to carry more equipment ina 
more orderly fashion and also to provide better service to the 
townspeople. 


On the subject of the 1974 International fire engine, it is 
scheduled to be replaced in 1994. At this time the truck is 
showing signs of deterioration which will require some repairs in 
the near future. 


In the last few years the Department has proposed to put on 
an addition to the existing fire station, however due _ to the 
changing economy we have decided to place this proposal on hold 
for now and revaluate the necessity of this addition. We have in 
fact installed a wood stove in the meeting room to try to cut 
down on the cost of heating fuel; materials, time and cost were 
donated by the membership. 


This years operating budget shows an increase due to the 
increased membership enrollment. In the last few months we have 
seen it almost double, and with these new members comes a bigger 
demand on training and equipment. We have proposed several 
Warrant articles to the town in order to update and improve our 
services. 


We thank the community for all its Support and 
contributions this past year. I would also like to thank all the 
members of the department for their countless hours of voluntary 
work and training for the Town of New Hampton and to all the 
women for their generous support.

1990 Report 


1990 was a mild forest fire season for the Town of New 
Hampton. Several members responded to a large fire on Red Hill 
in Moultonboro this past year and assisted Mutual Aid companies 
with control and extinguishment of this fire. Several fires in 
town were contained and extinguished before being allowed to gain 
much headway. This allowed us to update our response equipment 
and stay within the budget. We were able to purchase 5 new back 
pumps, 1@ headlamps for nighttime firefighting and 500 feet of 
forestry hose. 


This past year saw the closing of the Belknap fire tower on 
Belknap Mountain in Gilford. It is feared that this move by the 
State might have an adverse effect in the upcoming brush fire 
season. The area towns are trying to get the State to reconsider 
its decision and hopefully we will see it reopened at some point 
and time in the future. 


Please help our town with forest fire prevention. By New 
Hampshire State law(RSA 224:27) no person, firm or corporation 
shall kindle or cause to be kindled any fire, except when the 
ground is covered with snow, without first obtaining a written 
permit from the Forest Fire Warden of the town where the burning 


is to be done. Remember you are responsible for suppression 
costs and can also be fined. Only you can help prevent forest 
fires.

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New Hampton Highway Department 
1990 Report 


Again this year I wish to thank the Town for their support 
in our road rebuilding project. In 1990 we rebuilt and shimmed 
approximately 2 1/2 miles on the Winona Road side of Dana Hill 
Road. In addition, 1 inch of top mix was added to the road 
rebuilt in 1989, which includes Town House Road and this end of 
Dana Hill Road. Rebuilding our roads is one of the true 
investments we can make in our town which pay back visible 
dividends. We can now plow these roads much cleaner and they 
require less sand and salt to maintain for winter safety. Also, 
think of the savings each of us receives in less wear and tear on 
our vehicles. 


This year, I am asking you to continue your support of our 
road rebuilding program. I know this is going to be very hard 
for some of us to justify with the economy the way it is, but can 
we really afford not to do this project which pays for itself and 
benefits every citizen of this Town. 


This year, using the Highway Block Grant money(S$49,227.46), 
along with the $100,000.(same as last two years), I am proposing 
the following: 


1. To finish rebuilding the middle of Dana Hill Road. 
2 To add 1 inch top mix to 199@ rebuilding project. 


3. To start rebuilding on the far end of Blake Hill 
Road. We estimate we can rebuild from Coolidge 
Woods Road to Pete Hoyt’s Farm(Old Ness Farm). 


I know this will be a difficult decision to make this year. 
I hope after due consideration you will agree this is a program 
we should continue. 


Also this year, I am asking to have the 1985 Ford F-35902 
replaced. New trucks have gone up $1,100.00 over last year and 
we put $3,500.00 in repairs for this well worn, hard working 
Cruck: If you add these figures, you will see it cost a lot to 
keep this truck an additional year. It’s been a good truck, but 
now it is time to retire it. 


As most of you know, we received considerable damage during 
the August 199@ storms. I applied for and received funding from 
the Office of Emergency Management to help pay for this road 
repair. We received $28,453.00 from the Federal Government. An 
additional $4,560.00 is expected from the State upon completion 
of the audit. 
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The two new bridges which you voted to build in 199@ were 
constructed entirely of wood. They look very natural in their 
country settings. I hope many of you have had a chance to see 
them. 


Our faithful crew still remains the same: Sam, Stan, Doug, 
Bill({part-time), and myself. I wish to again thank them for 
their genuine caring. 


Also, I wish to thank all of you for your support this past 


year. Sometimes, you have had to put up with inconvenience 
during our road rebuilding project. I hope you feel the results 
were worth the trouble. Also, I wish to thank the landowners on 


the far end of Dana Hill Road who cooperated, so that we could do 
the job right. 


I hope you will feel we did make a difference this past year 


and will continue to support your Highway Department.

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Solid Waste Committee 
1990 Report 


The Solid Waste Committee had another busy year in 1990. 
Mcitivities centered on revisions te the Town’s Solid Waste Plan and 
planning for the Transfer Station/FRecycling Center ta be canstructed 
in gaa. 


Fevyisions ta the Solid Waste Flan, submitted to the State 
Department of Environmental Services in January, were made in response 
to questions resulting from their initial review. The response ta the 
DES campleted by the deadline and the Flan i¢ again being reviewed by 
them. Approval is expected by summer of 1991. 


The other major project involving the Solid Waste Cammittee has 
involved working with the Selectmen and an engineer oan the develapment 
maf the permit applicatian and a preliminary design and for a Transfer 
Statioan/Fecycling Center. This facility is te be located aon Hiqhway 
Department property an Feute L132 morth. 


Current plans call far the new facility to be in operation by the 
fall mf 1991. Final design «of the Transfer Statian/Fecycling Center 
will be completed when moaney is appropriated for development af the 
site. Hauling, disposal and recycling proapesals will be evaluated as 
canstructicon begins. Finally, the Committee will be planning an 
educational program in preparatian for the opening of the new 
facie. ys 


Facycling will be a major component of the new facility and can 
be a means ta reduce overall aperating casts. The current recycling 
pragram which includes voluntary separation of glass, aluminum and 
scrap metal has breught additional revenues te the Town. An expanded 
program at the transfer staticon/recycling center will not anly offer 
additicanal revenues but will reduce hauling and disposal costs. These 
goals can anly be reached with your support. 


New Hampton Solid Waste Cammittee 
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New Hampton Conservation Commission 


The Conservation Commission had a busy year in 1990. 
Members put in lots of time and legwork following up Wetlands 


Board applications. Because the State Wetlands Board is, as 
usual, overworked and understaffed, it depends on comments by 
local people to help make decisions. Commission members visited 


every Wetlands Board application site to see first-hand what the 
proposed project involved, then made recommendations to the State 
board. Besides regular monthly meetings, members attended other 
workshops and conferences. Deputy Chair Dave Erler attended the 
New England Interstate Water Pollution Control Commmission 
Conference in June and was the New Hampton representative on the 
Squam Watershed Committee. Treasurer Lillian McCrelis' and 
member Grita Antoni attended some of the Lakes Region Planning 
Commission meetings, but New Hampton still has_ no permanent 
commissioner on this important planning body. Chair Clare Eckert 
attended Household Hazardous Waste meetings at the LRPC and 
helped coordinate a third successful regional collection day. 
Dave and member Bill Huckins spent a rainy Saturday with soil 
scientist Mark Jacobs, learning about new requirements for Prime 
Wetland designation. 


The New Hampton Conservation Area saw lots of activity too, 
starting with a major clean-up. Clare, Dave and Grita collected 
a pick-up load of trash, and Clare went back for another load 
from the damaged shelter site with help from her brother Jim and 
her dad Jim Sr. Dave conducted the 4th Grade Wetlands Class 
field trip in which 30 students participated. In May he led a 
bird walk, but the June "Hidden Critters" walk was rained out. 
He and Change Parker didae bird census and clean-up of Kelley 
Island, counting 18 species of which 12 were nesting. 


Lay Water Monitoring continued through the winter with help 
from local school children. Kevin Lang became interested in 
helping with the monitoring of Pemi Lake. Outgoing Chair Pat 
Schlesinger was a co-recipient of the Governor’s Volunteer of the 
year award for her work in conducting water testing in 1989- 
Congratulations Pat! 


Lacking Chairperson duties, Pat devoted more of her time to 


the Pemigewasset River. As President of the Pemi River Council 
she nominated the Pemi for designation under the New Hampshire 
Rivers Management and Protection Program. Even more exciting, 


last summer President Bush signed into law the Pemi River Wild 
and Scenic Study Act. 


Other broad conservation projects are in the works in Town: 
Dave headed the Land Conservation Investment Program Committee 
which was set up to take advantage of State matching funds for 


the protection and preservation of important natural resources in 
local municipalities. The Town received conservation easements 


on properties belonging to Hope Swain and John Merrill, whose 
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lands lie along the Pemi River and the proposed New Hampshire 
Heritage Trail area. 


Dave and Bill put on a few miles conducting their spring peeper 
survey, resulting in an impressive map of wet areas in Town. 
This map helped Dave locate wetlands for his inventory; after 
three years of visiting each large wetland, he completed the 
Town’s Wetlands Inventory, presenting the Selectmen and the 
Planning Board with a detailed report, typed by his wife Brenda 
and including aerial photographs, of nearly 70 of the most 
important wetlands in Town. It is hoped the Planning Board will 
be able to use the inventory to protect crucial wet areas as 
development continues in New Hampton. 


Although we were unable to sponsor students who wanted to 
attend the Youth Conservation Camps held by the Society for the 
Protection of New Hampshire Forests due to budgetary confusion, 
we hope to be able to locate interested high school students for 
this summer’s camps. We would like to add this activity to our 
agenda for a busy and productive 1991.

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New Hampton Planning Board Report 


The following report summarizes decisions made by the New 
Hampton Planning Board on behalf of the town and its residents 
during the fiscal year 1990. This past year has been quite busy 
considering the continuing inactivity of the real estate market. 


The New Hampton Planning Board has conducted a review 
process for 15 subdivisions involving 646 acres for a total 
addition of 41 lots. Fees collected for 1990 totaled $1,351.80 
Currently, there are in excess of 142 vacant lots on the market 
in New Hampton, NH. 


Capital Improvements Program for 1989-1994 is available for 
constituent review at the Town Office. This document is being 
updated for the six year period 1991-1997 and will continue to 
monitor the need for significant cost items, thus being a 
decision-making tool which can serve to stabilize the tax burden. 


During 1990 specific policy hearings were held regarding 
Floodplain Ordinance, Road Specifications, Fire Protection 
Regulations and Conservation Easements. In 1991 Site Plan Review 
Regulations, Master Plan update, Capital Improvements Program, 
and a Growth Management Ordinance will be some of the planning 
policy concerns addressed by the Planning Board. 


A substantial amount of the testimony at our meetings comes 
from professional non-residents who are typically very well 
informed with a variety of planning and development skills. We 


invite and encourage any resident land owner and/or citizen to 
participate in the dialoque defining planning issues. Lies 


important to remember that the activities of the New Hampton 
Planning Board exist for the singular purpose of providing a 
structured public forum for ‘the discussion of issues involving 
the development of land in the Town of New Hampton, N.H. 


Our regular meetings are held on the third Tuesday of the 
month at 7:00 PM at the Town Office and are open to the public.

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State Representatives Report 


The 1991 legislative session promises to be one of the most trying in 
recent memory, as the current economic recession is resulting in a state 
budget deficit and pressure to increase taxes to make up the red ink. It is 
clear that difficult decisions must be made about services the state provides 
and about the way we tax our citizens and businesses. 

We are disappointed to report that state education aid is, once again, 
down from the previous year. Our town now receives zero state foundation 
aid funds. This lack of state assistance puts increased pressure on property 
taxes. New Hampshire ranks 50th of the 50 states in state aid to education, a 
fact we are trying to change. 

State aid to municipalities — long considered a ‘sacred cow — also is on 
the chopping block as the state tries to balance its books. Unfortunately, any 
reduction in financial assistance to towns will result in higher property taxes. 
We are working to ensure that such state assistance is not reduced. New 
Hampshire's property taxes already are the highest in the nation per capita, 
and we will fight to see that the state does not balance its budget on the 
backs of the property taxpayer or through “back-door” fee increases. 

However, we believe the state must provide basic human services, funds 
to protect our natural resources, and a strong economic development 
program. With proposals calling for elimination of an immunization program 
for school children, gutting the tourist promotion budget vital to our region, 
and the closing of profitable liquor stores, we will scrutinize the state budget 
carefully and only vote for taxes that are fair. We also will monitor 
legislation calling for a progressive income tax designed to raise revenue for 
property tax relief, and welcome your thoughts on the subject. 

County taxes also are on the rise. As members of the county delegation, 
we are pushing for a “bare bones’ county budget that provides adequate 
public safety as well as human services for the elderly and low-income 
citizens that need it most. 

For the first time in history, however, county taxpayers will be paying for 
the operation of Gunstock Recreation Area. Although final figures are not 
available at this time, it appears that approximately $600,000 will be added 
to the county budget because of the skiing and camping facility's inability to 
meet its bond payments. This will be reflected in an increased county tax 
rate on your property tax bill this year. 

We continue to be concerned about environmental issues in the wake of 
Earth Day. Rep. Steven Maviglio has sponsored legislation that calls for a 
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wide range of measures to protect water quality in our lakes, rivers, and 
streams. This includes increasing the septic setback to 125 ft., requiring 
minimum lot sizes and building standards, and banning the clearcutting of 
trees and vegetation along shorelands. In addition, the long-awaited 
nomination of the Pemigewasett River to the New Hampshire Rivers 
Management and Protection Program also is under review by the legislature. 
A speed limit for boats and limitations on billboard construction also have 
been proposed. 

Enhanced 911 emergency service for our town also may become a reality 
in the near future, thanks to legislation filed by Rep. Tom Salatiello. The 
House already has approved the bill, which calls for a committee to evaluate 
the costs and logistics, the first step in obtaining E-911 service. 

We have introduced a variety of other legislation on subjects ranging 
from funding Meals-on-Wheels to legislative ethics. We will keep you 
informed of the progress of these bills through our newsletter (posted in the 
town offices and mailed to those requesting it) and through area 
newspapers. 

We also hold ‘office hours’ in the town office and meet with the 
selectmen on a regular basis. We truly appreciate your input on matters 
before the legislature. Please do not hesitate to contact us to share your 
views, or if you need assistance with a state or county agency.
